‘I DON’T QUIT,’ 
OBAMA INSISTS 


PRESIDENT SAYS 
JOB GROWTH HIS 
TOP PRIORITY

WASHINGTON An embattled President Obama 
vowed in his first State of the Union address 
Wednesday to make job growth his topmost 
priority and urged a divided Congress to boost 
the still-ailing economy with a new burst of 
stimulus spending. Despite setbacks, he said 
he would not abandon ambitious plans for 
longer-term fixes to health care, energy, edu- 
cation and more. 

“Change has not come fast enough,” 
Obama acknowledged before the House 
chamber and a TV audience of millions. ‘As 
hard as it may be, as uncomfortable and con- 
tentious as the debates may be, it’s time to 
get serious about fixing the problems that are 
hampering our growth.” 

Obama, proclaiming “I don’t quit,” looked 
to change the conversation from how his 
presidency is stalling— over the messy health 
care debate, a limping economy and the 
missteps that led to Christmas Day’s barely 
averted terrorist disaster— to how he is seiz- 
ing the reins. He spoke to a nation gloomy 
over double-digit unemployment and federal 
deficits soaring to a record $1.4 trillion, and 
to fellow Democrats dispirited about the fall- 
en standing of a president they hoped would 
carry them through this fall’s elections. 

A chief demand was for lawmakers to press 
forward with his health-care overhaul, which 
is in severe danger in Congress. “Do not walk 
away from reform,” he implored. “Not now. 
Not when we are so close.” 

On national security, Obama proclaimed 
some success, saying “far more” al-Qaida ter- 
rorists were killed under his watch last year in 
the U.S.-led global fight than in 2008. 

Hoping to salve growing disappointment 
in a key constituency, Obama said he would 
work with Congress “this year” to repeal the 
ban on gays and lesbians serving openly in 
the military But in a concession to concern 
among Republicans and on his own party’s 
right flank, Obama neither made a commit- 
ment to suspend the practice in the interim 
nor issued a firm deadline for action.

RALEIGH, N.C. Former presidential candidate 
John Edwards said Wednesday he still cares 
deeply about his wife despite the couple’s sepa- 
ration. 

“It is an extraordinarily sad moment, but I 
love my children more than anything and still 
care deeply about Elizabeth,” John Edwards 
said in a statement to The Associated Press. 

A friend of Elizabeth Edwards confirmed 
Wednesday that the couple is separated. 
Elizabeth’s sister, Nancy Anania, told the AP 
that Elizabeth remains strong. 

“She’s doing as well as you could expect,” 
Anania said. “I’m really proud of her that, 
somehow, she’s got strength that you rarely see 
in a person.” 

The statements come as a former aide to 
Edwards prepares to release a tell-all book that 
gives an unflattering portrait of the couple and 
the tumultuous relationship they tried to main- 
tain after he first acknowledged his affair on the 
campaign trail. It also comes one week after 
John Edwards finally made a public declaration 
that he fathered a child, now almost 2 years old, 
with his mistress. 

It’s another wrenching twist for a couple 
that previously had weathered the death of a 
16 -year-old son and her ongoing battle with 
incurable cancer. 

They were law school sweethearts who got 
married just days after they took the bar exam 
together in the summer of 1977. Though John 
Edwards later went on to make millions as a 
trial lawyer, the couple had humble beginnings: 
He had to borrow money from her parents for 
a one-night honeymoon. She always wore her 
$ii wedding ring. Eor years they spent their 
anniversaries going to Wendy’s, just as they did 
on their first one.

Apple CEO turns heads 
with latest gadget

Will iPad be an iPad? 

The jury is still out on the newest gadget in 
Apple's technology arsenal, 

“I probably don't need it, but I {didn't] think 
I needed an iPod either and now I can't live 
without it," Becky Hoerst, 27, told RedEye 
outside the Michigan Avenue Apple Store on 
Wednesday 

Earlier in San Erancisco, CEO Steve Jobs 
unveiled the company's much-anticipated iPad 
tablet computer. Calling it a new third category 
of mobile device that is neither smart phone nor 
laptop. Jobs described the device as “so much 
more intimate than a laptop and so much more 
capable than a smart phone,” 

The iPad will start at $499, a price tag far 
below the $1,000 some analysts were expecting. 
But Apple still must persuade recession-weary 
consumers who already have other devices to 
open their wallets yet again, Apple plans to begin 
selling the iPad in two months. 

Jobs said the device would be useful for read- 
ing books, playing games or watching video. 

As pundits weighed in on the benefits and 
drawbacks of the iPad, a quick scan of Twitter 
and other Web sites Wednesday revealed reac- 
tion to the tablet's name was mixed, “Um, 
Apple — About That TPad' Name,” read a post 
on PCWorld, “The iPad's Name Makes Some 


Women Cringe,” trumpeted another on The 
New Tbrk Times' site, 

Andy Elynn, 27, of East Village, told RedEye he 
was underwhelmed by the iPad's “kinda cheesy 
name,” He said he preferred the rumored name 
“iSlate,” 

“It kind of seems like a big iPod,” Elynn said, 
“I wouldn't rush out and get one,” 

The half-inch-thick iPad is larger than the 
company's popular iPhone but similar in design. 
It weighs 1,5 pounds and has a touch screen that 
is 9,7 inches diagonally. It comes with 16, 32 or 
64 gigabytes of flash memory storage, and has 
Wi-Ei and Bluetooth connectivity built in. 

Jobs said the device has a battery that lasts 
10 hours and can sit for a month on standby 
without needing a charge. 

Raven Zachary, a contributing analyst with a 
mobile research agency called The 451 Group, 
considered the iPad a laptop replacement, espe- 
cially because Apple also is selling a dock with a 
built-in keyboard. 

But Eorrester Research analyst James 
McQuivey said he does not believe the iPad 
offered enough additional features for consum- 
ers to justify buying yet another gadget, or to call 
it a new category of device. 

In an e-mail to The Associated Press, he criti- 
cized its lack of social features, such as ways to 
share photos and home video and recommend 
books. 

Sitting on stage in a cozy leather chair during 
his announcement. Jobs demonstrated how the 
iPad is used for surfing the Web with Apple's 


Safari browser. The CEO typed an e-mail using 
an on-screen keyboard and flipped through 
photo albums by flicking his linger across the 
screen. 

He also showed off a new electronic book 
store and a book-reading interface that emulates 
the look of a paper book. That puts the iPad in 
competition with Amazon,com's Kindle and e- 
book store, 

A new newspaper reader program from The 
New York Times and a game from Electronic 
Arts were demonstrated during the event. The 
iBookstore launched with titles from Penguin, 
Simon Sc Schuster, HarperCollins, Hachette 
Book Group and Macmillan, and will open up 
to other publishing houses, 

A self-described “technology virgin,” Julia 
McCandless, 26, told RedEye she would prob- 
ably wait before purchasing an iPad of her own. 
The Lake view resident also was concerned by 
rumors that the iPad will replace books, “If it 
does reinvent reading, it will be sad not to curl 
up with a good book anymore,” she said, “Tbu'll 
have to curl up with a computer screen,” 

St ill, tablet computers have existed for a 
decade with little success. Jobs acknowledged 
Apple will have to work to convince consumers 
who already have smart phones and laptops that 
they need the iPad, 

“ In order to really create a new category of devic- 
es, those devices are going to have to be far better 
at doing some key tasks,” Jobs said, “We think 
we've got the goods. We think we've done it,”

The iPad models that come 
with the ability to go online with AT&T’s wireless 
network are more expensive than netbooks that 
can do that, as those netbooks are subsidized by 
wireless carriers.

No gunman 
found during

With people locked in their offices, police searched 
a Northwestern University building downtown for 
three hours Wednesday but found no sign of a man 
with a gun that someone had reported seeing. 

The report came in around lo a.m. By i p.m., 
the school reported that police had finished their 
search and people were being allowed to leave. No 
one matching the description of the person with 
the gun was found. 

“All buildings on Northwestern’s Chicago cam- 
pus, including all Law School buildings— Rubloff, 
Levy-Mayer and McCormick— are now open,” 
read a statement posted to the university Web 
site, ‘^n intensive search of the buildings on the 
Chicago campus was conducted but no one match- 
ing the description of the man reported with a gun 
was found.” 

People had been told to stay in their offices and 
lock their doors after someone reported to police 
that a man with a gun in his waistband was seen in 
an elevator on the nth floor of the Rubloff build- 
ing, 375 E. Chicago Ave., according to the site. 

The suspect was described as a white man in 
his 20S with sandy brown hair, 5 feet 8 inches or 
5 feet 9 inches, wearing a black canvas quilted 
three-quarter length jacket, blue jeans and a black 
button-down shirt. He was clean shaven. 

A handful of police officers searched the 
nth floor, checking with people in the offices, 
according to a program assistant for the Clinical 
Translational Sciences Institute. 


Bang for buck 

City extinguishes July 3 fireworks in favor of 3 smaller shows the next day

The Chicago Mayor’s Office of Special 
Events canceled the traditional July 3 
fireworks celebration in Grant Park on 
Wednesday instead opting to organize three 
smaller fireworks shows July 4 at Navy Pier 
and on the north and south lakefront. 

“I would say we’re doing it to be fiscally 
responsible, because we have to be,” MOSE 
director Megan McDonald said at a City 
Hall news conference. 

“I would say that we’re also doing it to 
more effectively manage what happens at 
the Taste of Chicago, as well as citywide on 
an already busy holiday weekend. I think it is 
always challenging to manage a million, 2 mil- 
lion people in a very small space,” she added. 

“So I think the idea is that we’re encour- 
aging people to go back to their communi- 
ties, and to stretch those fireworks shows 


SINCE 1975 

The city has been holding the show July 3 
since 1975, starting at Olive Park north of 
Navy Pier, then moving to Grant Park in 
1978. It replaced a longtime private show 
run by the American Legion at Soldier Field. 


throughout the lakefront, so I think we 
can manage more effectively a busy holiday 
weekend citywide.” 

The change was publicized along with 
other changes involving Independence Day 
festivities that officials announced at the 
same news conference. 

The city expects to save between $i mil- 
lion and $2 million with all the programming 
changes, McDonald said, and “at least sever- 
al hundred thousand dollars” alone by hold- 
ing three simultaneous fireworks shows. 


The North Side fireworks show will be 
held around Montrose Beach, and the South 
Side fireworks show will be in the vicinity of 
63rd Street Beach, though McDonald said 
the exact locations have not been finalized. 

The three fireworks shows will be 15 min- 
utes long and synchronized, she said. 

The decision to decentralize the fireworks 
was based both on budgetary and law enforce- 
ment concerns, McDonald said. But she said 
Taste of Chicago always has been safe, despite 
a shooting near the event two summers ago. 

Corporate funding for city special events 
has dipped, McDonald said, forcing the 
city to consider making changes to all its 
programming to save money Shows at 
Millennium Park are less expensive than 
those at Grant Park, she said, because rest- 
rooms and other infrastructure are already 
in place and streets don’t have to be closed.

The talk show host’s flag was placed on the Willis Tower 
Ledge (that glass box that lets you see straight down) on 
Wednesday She initially wanted her flag, which includes 
her face and the words “laugh, dance, conquer” on the Burj 
Khalifa in Dubai, the world’s tallest building, but was unsuc- 
cessful. 

That’s when the Willis Tower stepped in and sent 
DeGeneres a letter inviting her to place her flag on the tall- 
est skyscraper in the Western hemisphere.

More Peterson testimony 


Chicago Tribune 

An Illinois State Police investigator took the stand 
at Drew Peterson’s evidentiary hearing Wednesday, 
describing how Peterson did and didn’t cooperate with 
police looking into the disappearance of his fourth wife, 
Stacy Peterson. 

Special Agent Patrick Callaghan said Peterson 
only would allow one of three investigators into 
his Bolingbrook home Oct. 29, 2007, the day Stacy 
Peterson was reported missing. 

Peterson insisted on accompanying that investigator, 
Callaghan testified, wouldn’t allow him to open drawers 
and only allowed the investigator to verify that Stacy 
wasn’t there. 

Peterson also refused to sign a form allowing inves- 
tigators to search his two vehicles, but did open the 
trunk of one them for police, he said. Peterson allowed 


police to examine a car he said Stacy Peterson told 
him the night before in a telephone conversation she 
had taken to Clow Airport. In that call, Peterson told 
police, Stacy said she was tired of her life and wasn’t 
coming back. 

After receiving that call about 9:30 p.m. Oct. 28, 
2007, Peterson told police he drove around for awhile, 
then walked to the nearby airport and retrieved Stacy 
Peterson’s car. He said he found the car unlocked with 
the keys on the floorboard. 

Earlier in the morning, a physician who treated 
Kathleen Savio testified there was no medical reason 
that would explain why she might have slipped and 
fallen in a bathtub on the day she died in 2004. 

Drew Peterson has pleaded not guilty to Savio’s mur- 
der. He has not been charged in the disappearance of 
Stacy Peterson.

Just call It Conanasaurus 


□ WASHINGTON Scientists have for 
the first time confirmed color in a 
dinosaur. Don’t think purple Barney, but 
reddish-orange Conan O’Brien. 

The first solid proof of pigmenta- 
tion has been spotted in the fossilized 
tail feathers of a smallish meat-eating 
dinosaur found in China and named 
Sinosauropteryx. The creature seems to 
have russet colored rings, according to a 
paper published online Wednesday in the 
journal Nature. 

That 125 million-year-old tail has the 


same internal cellular coloring agents as 
the hair of a red-haired person, said study 
lead author Mike Benton, a professor of 
paleontology at the University of Bristol 
in England. 

And the same finding provides what 
some experts say is even more conclusive 
evidence that some dinosaurs had feath- 
ers, further linking them to birds. 

Benton and his colleagues didn’t actu- 
ally see the reddish color itself Using an 
electron microscope, they spotted the 
specific cellular signs of the color.

Toyota’s suspension of U.S. sales on an unprece- 
dented scale to fix faulty gas pedals deals a blow 
to the automaker’s reputation for quality and 
endangers its fledgling earnings recovery 

The suspect parts are made by a U.S. supplier, 
but they are also found in its European-made 
vehicles, an official with the automaker said 
Wednesday Toyota said it hasn’t decided what 
to do there. 

Japan’s Toyota 
Motor Corp. 
announced late 
Tuesday it would 
halt sales of some 
of its top-selling 
models to fix gas 
pedals that could 
stick and cause 
unintended accel- 
eration. Last week, Toyota issued a recall for 
the same eight models affecting 2.3 million 
vehicles. 

The timing could not be worse for Toyota. 
Two years ago, the company beat out General 
Motors Co. to become the world’s largest auto- 
maker. Now just weeks into 2010, it is stopping 
some sales in its biggest market, the US., at a 
time when it desperately needs to sell cars here 
after reporting its first-ever annual loss last 
year. 

The sales and production halt involves sever- 
al best-selling U.S. models, including the Camry 
and Corolla sedans and the RAV 4 crossover, a 
blend of an SUV and a car. RAV 4’s sales surged 
last month.

Their eats: Don’t go looking for kitschy som- 
breros, lacquered maracas or any other pre- 
scribed trappings of a casual Mexican restau- 
rant at sleek new Uptown BYOB La Ciudad. 
Partners and brothers Armando and Hugo 
De La Rosa wanted to create a more modern 
vibe in their contemporary 40 -seat eatery, and 
the result is an unexpectedly stylish spot in an 
otherwise unremarkable strip mall. 

The name. La Ciudad (the city), is a nod to 
the brothers’ hometown of Mexico City, and 
their pride is evident on the menu and in the 
dining room: White, red and green, the 
colors of the Mexican flag, 
dominate the decor, 
and the letters D.F. 

(the abbrevia- 
tion for Distrito 
Federal, a ref- 
erence to the 
capital area) are 
prominently dis- 
played on the mod 
counter at the back of 


the restaurant. 

An affordable 
menu features 
traditional entrees 
such as carne asada 
($14.95), taco din- 
ners ($8.95) and the 
like. Spicy guacamole ($5.95), and piquant tila- 
pia and shrimp ceviche ($7.95) are among the 
De La Rosa brothers’ top recommendations; 
both are early crowd favorites. 

The city theme means you’ll also find a 
handful of choices inspired by street foods 
commonly found in Mexico City, including 
tacos de canasta, steamed bite-size 
tacos filled with beans, cho- 
rizo or chicken ($i each). 

If you’re serious about 
street eats, try the cre- 
ative Chilango burger 
(Chilango is slang for 
a person who hails 
from Mexico City), 
a patty topped with 
ham, hot dog slices (no 


joke) and other oddities ($7.95). 

Your drinks: This food’s meant to be conve- 
nient and casual, so keep things simple and 
pick up a premixed bottle of Jose Cuervo lime 
margaritas from Jewel-Osco (4355 N. Sheridan 
Rd. 773-477-7151) down the street. A $9.99 


bottle— the lazy kind with the tequila mixed 
right in— is $8.99 with a Jewel Preferred Card 
through Feb. i. La Ciudad charges a $3 cork- 
age fee per bottle, but servers will hook you 
up with ice, limes and salt for no additional 
charge, emily hiser lobdell is a metromix special

Film Festival fans a year ago with the romance “(500) Days 
of Summer.” 

Now the “3rd Rock From the Sun” co-star is assailing 
Sundance crowds with a wild man role in “Hesher,” the tale 
of a heavy-metal anarchist who bursts into the lives of a 
grieving boy and his family 

In “Hesher,” Gordon-Levitt bears little resemblance to the 
clean-cut young romantic of “(500) Days of Summer,” which 
earned him a Golden Globe nomination. His Hesher has long, 
stringy hair, tattoos everywhere and a mad-dog demeanor that 
shouts: “Mess with this guy at your own peril.” 

Violent, profane and unpredictable, Gordon-Levitt’s 
Hesher insinuates himself into the life of a boy (Devin 
Brochu) who’s mourning the death of his mother in a car 
wreck. Moving in with the boy, his catatonic father (Rainn 
Wilson) and doting grandmother (Piper Laurie), Hesher 
becomes an unlikely agent of healing for the family 

The film, which also stars Natalie Portman as a store 
cashier who befriends the boy, lets Gordon-Levitt cut loose 
with abandon as Hesher sets fires, trashes strangers’ pool 
furniture and plays avenging demon by inflicting nasty ret- 
ribution on bullies. 

For Gordon-Levitt, it was an irresistible, wild ride. 

“That was it. That’s why I wanted to do it, and that’s really 
why I do any movie that I do. I’m lucky enough, I made 
money on television when I was young, so I don’t have to 
do parts to support myself I just do stuff because it’ll be fun 
and challenge me,” Gordon-Levitt said. 

“ ‘Hesher’ is easily one of the most fun parts I’ve ever got- 
ten to play, because he is really liberated from a lot of the 
anxieties and stresses that we all carry around. So to play the 
part right, I have to do that, and it was liberating.”
